rpxes’’ will bo the slogan of the Brown-
Yare-Cunningham eomblne  in  the
politlenl war Muayor Moore has de-
cured against that organization, the
qucesssor of the old Vare-controlled

boiy.

Mr, Moore's comment on the fair ap-
propeiation follows the action yesterdny
of Council's committee on celebrations,
+hich 50 amended the appropriation bill
that the funds are to lie entrusted to
vounell's alnf clerk, while nll expendi-
tures of the committee of 100 must be
spproved by a majority of the council-
men,

Mayor Issues Statement

Tue Mayor's statement follows:

“If Couneil insists on passing the
50,000 appropriation bill for the pur-
potes of the sesquicentennlal committer
in & mauner recommended by the com-
mittee on eolebrations, it will delay the
proceediogs and may, for a time, ®a-
riously interfere with the big work con-
1emplated. '

"Erha Mayor's message to Council
nhln'x for a preliminary appropriation
of 850,000 was forwarded nt the In-
stancs of the citizens' committee. That
committee will now have to be called
together to deelde whether it will accept
the counclilmanie terms or raise the
money necessary to begin the organiza-
tion work on its own account,

“The Mayor believes the great expo-
sition of 1020 should be held, but he
dots mot belleve it possible to bring the
nations of the wmlf together here under
the ausplees and direction of the coun-
viimanie body.
